Applicant's claim amendment filed on 08/23/2006 is duly acknowledged. 

Claims 1-32 (as amended) are currently pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-26, drawn to a method for preparing a soluble protein 
comprising a modified form of urokinase-type plasminogen activator (uPA) 
or an active fragment thereof, or a variant of either of these which has uPA 
activity (see claim 1 , in particular) . 

Group II, claim(s) 27-29 and 32, drawn to a soluble protein comprising 
modified uPA or an active fragment, or variant of any of these which has uPA 
activity, obtainable by the method of group I (see claim 27, in particular). 

Group III, claim(s) 30-31 , drawn to a method for identifying ligands for uPA as 

specifically recited in claim 30. 



NOTE: It is noted that applicants have presented claim 32 in the format of a 
"use claim", which is improper. For the purposes of this office action, claim 32 
has been taken as a product claim (i.e. the product of group II, that can be used 
for X ray crystallographic applications) and grouped with the product of group II. 
Applicants are advised to appropriately amend the claim 32 in order to clarify the 
subject matter being claimed in response to this office action. 



2. The inventions listed as Groups (l-lll) do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical

feature of the invention as claimed is the product (i.e. "a soluble protein comprising 
modified uPA or an active fragment, or variant of any of these which has uPA activity"; 
see claim 27, in particular) recited in claim 27-29 and 32 (i.e. group II), which has been 
fully disclosed in the cited prior art reference of ZESLAWSKA et al (2000; [U]; see title, 
abstract, Materials & Methods, figure 1 and table 3, in particular), and thus the 
invention as claimed lacks unity under PCT Rule 13.2. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
